Good for You 


WHEN BAD COLDS 
GET WORSE 


It's difficult to know when 
a stubborn cold needs the 
assessment of a health- 
care provider. But there are 
some key signs and symp- 
toms that signal when 
antibiotics or other treat- 
ment may be needed. 

Linda McDermott, a fam- 
ily nurse practitioner and 
assistant professor in the 
departments of nursing and 
medicine at the University 
of Southern California, ex- 
plains that no single 


indicator shows when a cold 
becomes more serious. 
Simple colds, which are 
caused by viruses, don't 
respond to antibiotics, 
McDermott says. But if a 
cold develops into some- 
thing more complicated—a 
bacterial infection—anti- 


biotics are typically required. 


For infants, who are more 
vulnerable to infection and 
dehydration than are older 
children, the American 
Academy of Pediatrics 
recommends that parents 
call the health provider at 
the first sign of illness. For 
children older than six 
months, the provider should 
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be called if a child has a 

cough that lasts more than 

a week, if clear mucus 

becomes thick and green, 

if lips or nails turn blue, if 

there is pain in the ear, if 

the temperature is over 

102 degrees Fahrenheit, 

or if the child is having 

difficulty breathing. 
McDermott suggests that 

parents be sure to have their 

children evaluated early 

if they have any chronic 

conditions, such as asthma. 

Children should also be 

brought in for assessment 

if they have a seizure, a 

fever for more than 48 hours 


with no other symptoms, 
irritability, lethargy, a bad 
headache or a stiff neck. 

McDermott says some 
parents request antibiotics 
before there are any clear 
signs of bacterial infection, 
because they want to pre- 
vent the possibility of com- 
plications or secondary 
infection. They may also 
want to minimize the 
chances of having to return 
to the health care provider 
again in a few days. 

"There's a mystique to 
antibiotics and some people 
feel they will end a cold 
more quickly," McDermott 
says. "But if you have 


pressing concerns—if you 
know the child always gets 
a strep throat infection after 
a cold, —it's important to 
tell your health provider 
these things." 

It's also valuable to give 
the provider a clear history 
of the cold: how many days 
the child has had it, what 
over-the-counter remedies 
you have used, and what 
the child's fever and other 
symptoms have been. 

Even uncomplicated 
colds can last several 
weeks. But just lasting a 
long time doesn't necessarily 
mean a cold is serious. 
Without seeing a health 
provider, parents shouldn't 
be tempted to shop in their 
medicine cabinets for left- 
over antibiotics from pre- 
vious illnesses. Different 
kinds of infections require 
different antibiotics, and 
taking the wrong drug may 
only prolong the discomfort 
while making it harder for 
the health provider to 
diagnose the condition. 

When antibiotics are 
prescribed, McDermott 
says it typically takes two 
to three doses before the 
symptoms will be reduced. 
It is important to take the 
antibiotic for the full length 
of time for which it is pre- 
scribed. If not, there's a 
risk of not wiping out the 
bacteria, and symptoms 
may resurface.

times, it's the parent who is 
having trouble sleeping 
because of anything from 
too much coffee to too 
many worries. What do 
experts recommend? 

Barbara Polland, a psy- 
chotherapist and professor 
of child development at 
California State University, 
Northridge (CSUN), says that 
establishing regular bedtime 
rituals and taking a common- 
sense approach to middle-of- 
the-night wakefulness may 
go a long way toward pre- 
venting sleep problems for 
the whole family. 

Changing into pajamas, 
brushing teeth, listening to a 
bedtime story or song—it's 
the regularity with which the 
various steps are followed 
that helps a child psycho- 
logically and physically 
prepare to say goodnight, 
Polland says. Parents should 
also be careful to avoid over- 


: stimulating the kids during 


the pre-bedtime phase: 
wrestling, power struggles, or 
arguing should be avoided, 
she adds. Parents should 
also try not to get in the 
habit of staying with their 
children until they fall 
asleep. Polland points out 
that it's important for kids 
to learn to fall asleep on 
their own, without a parent 
at their side. 

Polland says many parents 


have established terrific bed- ` 


time rituals for their children, 
but haven't developed any 
for themselves. No one can 
segue from a stimulating 
television movie—or the 
evening news—without 
encountering trouble falling 
asleep, she says. À warm 
bath, ten minutes devoted 
purely to relaxation, a back 
rub, favorite music—all can 
help parents fall asleep 
more quickly, too. 

It's not uncommon to 
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have the sleepy silence of 
the middle of the night 
broken by a wakeful child. 
The trick with such epi- 
sodes, says Polland, is to 
avoid subtly reinforcing the 
wakefulness by turning on 
the lights, engaging in a long 
conversation with the child, 
offering a snack, or even 
rocking the child. “This is 
not supposed to be a big 
socialization time," she says. 
When dealing with a wide-

awake child in the wee 
hours, the goal should be 
to talk softly, reassure that 
all is well, and slip back 
away, says Polland. 

If children sometimes 
awaken after a nightmare, 
Polland suggests giving them 
flashlights to keep in an 
easy-to-reach spot in bed. 
The children can learn to 
turn on the light for quick 
reassurance that they really 
are home, and can then— 
hopefully—fall back to 
sleep quickly. 


. If children are extremely 
upset by a dream, she 
recommends that parents 
avoid simply saying that 
there are absolutely no | 
monsters in the room. “Just 
say, 'How smart of you to 
wake yourself up to stop the 
dream," Polland says. “It 
reinforces the control they 
have over themselves." 

For children who have 
developed a habit of waking 
up at night, Polland suggests 


that parents provide moti- 
vation to entice them to 
work at successfully sleeping 
through. She likes the idea 
of offering a very special 
celebration breakfast on the 
morning after a child has 
made it through the night 
without awakening the fam- 
ily. The event can feature 
balloons, streamers, a fav- 
orite menu and even a 
little prize at the child's 
place, she says. 

It may also be helpful to 
show children who have

Rescuers novel by Margery Sharp, featured the mice rescuing a poet who 
had been imprisoned unfairly. “Walt looked at it and said, ‘Jeez, it’s too 
Sto rym en dark," recalls storyman Burny Mattinson. “So the whole thing was shelved.” 
In the early 1970s, after Walt’s death, the Studio revived The Rescuers, 
but with a different story. “We had a premise where a penguin came up [from 
the South Pole], was dumped in the zoo, and here [in the Zoo] was a 
performing bear,” said producer-director Wolfgang Reitherman in a lecture at 
California Institute of the Arts in 1974. “He conned the performing bear to go 
down to the South Pole because this con-man penguin...had an old wreck 
down there that he used as a showplace, and he charged all the penguins to 
come in.” “The mice were going to come down to try to rescue the bear,” 
recalls Mattinson. 

But the little penguin wasn’t formidable or evil enough for the audience to 
believe that he could dominate the big bear. “We struggled with that for a 
year,” Reitherman said. Then, Mattinson remembers, “They changed the 
locale to somewhere in America, and it was a regular zoo, and they were 
going to do something to the bear in the zoo.” That didn’t work, either.

connection to Penny, the girl they rescue. Gerry says, "We developed the 
sequence where, while the two mice are searching for clues as to where Penny 
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has been taken, they come across this bear who 
she had been friends with... because the orphanage 
[where Penny lived] was near the zoo." The bear even had a song to sing. 

But Rufus, the orphanage cat, worked better as the connection between 
Penny and the mice. All that remains of the zoo sequence is a quick scene 
where Bernard enters the zoo and a lion's roar scares him out. 

As the story changed, so did the characters. In the novels, Bernard and 
Bianca were unmarried. However, Disney's artists appreciated the appeal of 
husband-and-wife detective teams such as Nick and Nora Charles (The Thin 
Man). In an interview with Disney historian Bob Thomas, Reitherman said, 
“When the mice started [developing], they were married, husband-and-wife 
detectives...a skilled team." 

This situation had only one problem: it had no problems: The characters 
knew their jobs and each other so well that there was little room for them to 
grow or learn. 

There's no record of who suggested turning Bernard and Bianca into 
amateurs who'd just met. In any event, the change enlivened the film. 
Bumbling Bernard yearned to prove himself to gorgeous Bianca, and both of 
them, being novices at sleuthing, had to work doubly hard to find and rescue 
Penny. The audience could worry about them and root for them more than if 
they were long-married expert gumshoes. 

With the South Pole story gone, the film needed a new villain. Gerry recalls 
storyman Ken Anderson sketching 107 Dalmatians’ Cruella DeVil—an 
experienced kidnapper—as the mice’s nemesis. Meanwhile, actress Geraldine 
Page auditioned to voice the villain, whoever she might be. Directing 
animator Milt Kahl, Mattinson remembers, “/oved Geraldine Page. He got 
such a kick out of her, and he started doing these drawings of her, and | think 
everybody was just knocked out by her performance and by what Milt was 
drawing.” So long, Cruella; hello, Madame Medusa. 

Other changes abounded. The swamp critters who befriend the mice were 
originally Rescue Aid Society members, but it turned out simpler to make 
them merely local folk with an urge to help. Scenes of young Rescue Aid 
Society mouse scouts working in the Society headquarters were reduced to a 
scout blowing a bugle fanfare. Madame Medusa’s hideout was variously a 
huge pirate fortress and a fashionable Art Deco mansion—*l can remember 
drawing [it] myself,” says Gerry, “and | thought | was ever so clever'—and 
other things, until artist Roy Wilson sketched an old riverboat that Ken 
Anderson liked and refined. And so on. 

Mattinson remembers a conversation with Reitherman at the end of The 
Rescuers' four years of production. *He says, 'How come, after four years, 
this story's so simple? Why didn't we think of it before?” 

Mattinson laughs. “All this complicated [stuff] to arrive at something so 
very simple."

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here's really only ever been one problem with 

the Who's Tommy: What is it? The triumph of 

rock "n' roll? A travesty of opera? The perfect "> 

allegory of a generation's spiritual quest or ап over- 

inflated commercialization of it? In the quarter century since Peter 
Townshend first composed it, Tommy has been a record album, a rock 
concert, a movie, and a ballet. Now it's a Tony Award-winning 
Broadway musical. The joke around the Who has always been that the 
cycle won't end until someone comes up with Tommy on Ice. Even that 
wouldn't settle the basic questions, though. Tommy's success on 
Broadway, where it was one of the 1993 season's unqualified smashes, 
certainly hasn't, even though Townshend and director Des McAnuff 
have radically revised the plot: For the the first time, the story has 
something like a dramatic resolution. 

Tommy survives because rock has more to do with asking questions 
than answering them. The puzzles Townshend's rock opera posed in 
1968, in the heyday of the Woodstock generation and acid-rock, remain 
open even after the arrival of Generation X, grunge, and rap. That's 
the thread that allows Tommy to prosper in transmutation after 
transmutation. 

The Who's Tommy: The Amazing Journey very wisely— 
and very bravely—deals with Tommy on just these terms. Producers 
Eve and Maude Chilton and director Barry Alexander Brown 
accomplish this by approaching the story of Tommy, from initial 
conception through Broadway play, as the Who have always done: 
Frankly, contentiously, with dirty linen on the line for all the neighbors 
to see. Nothing is smoothed over, not even the bitter connections 
between the song “Sally Simpson" and the eventual death of 11 kids at. - 
a Cincinnati Who concert in 1980. Rather than concealing the doubts 
of Townshend's bandmates John Entwistle and Roger Daltrey about the 
rock ’n’ roll authenticity of the Broadway production, The Amazing

Journey  bill-boards 
them. Doubt and perplexity, questions of 
identity, rise up everywhere, even in what ought to be cut and dried 
interviews with celebrities Elton John and Phil Collins. 

This is rare TV, because that maelstrom of conflicting 
interpretation challenges viewers to think for themselves, 


which means that in spirit Amazing Journey lives up to 
what Tommy's all about. It's also a lot of fun. Much of 
the story is told by juxtaposing footage of the 
Broadway production, and the workshop 
rehearsals that led up to it, with vintage footage of 
the Who performing Tommy (and its early '60s 
hits) onstage and on period TV shows. What's 
impressive is how revitalized the material seems— 
it’s been ubiquitous since the dawn of MTV, but 
here, the Amazing Journey's vintage clips, especially 
the Fillmore-era footage of the Who performing. 
Tommy, reminds us where the opera really came from. 
Since there's also more of the Broadway production on display 

here than has been shown anywhere else, Who fans (and Broadway 
buffs) get a preview that lets them decide whether this cultural 
conjunction is more triumph or travesty. 

For this boyhood fan of the Who and author of the most detailed 
history of the band (my 1982 book Before I Get Old), Tommy on 
Broadway provided some surprises. Townshend's compositions, which 
never struck me as his best, emerge strongly in these fully arranged

versions. A fine new song, “I Believe My Eyes,” 
buttresses the new story line’s contemporary 
psychological edge. While these arrangements 
— sacrifice the Who's power, and while the 
choreography lacks the muscular grace of the 
group's onstage antics, the Broadway Tommy does retain its 
integrity. 
I know this for sure because the first public 
performance on Broadway was a benefit for the 
Kristen Ann Carr Fund for Sarcoma Research, 
which is named after my late daughter. Sitting 
alongside me that night were Kristen's best 
friends. At the end, I thought Townshend and 
McAnuff had done a fine job. The kids were in 
ecstasy. They hadn't known Tommy at all, and 
when you're jumping out of adolescence to 
discover the world's cruelties and conundrums, 
it's a godsend. Tommy is full of riddles, all right, but 
it's also about hope and the ways in which people try 
to get on together—the best thing rock 'n' roll offers the 
world. In Amazing Journey, Townshend refers to "Looking at You," the 
finale, as “a prayer." That night, I knew he was right. I can't pay 
Amazing Journey any better tribute than to say that it took me right 
back to that place and reminded me why.
